Nelson was a great personal 
friend! 

By far the greatest voyager 
into Earth's past was the 
Doctor's first incarnation who 
often travelled back into the 
colourful past of the human race. 

In 1289 AD, the Doctor 
warmly shook hands with the 
Kublai Khan himself, the great 
ruler of Mongol China, and, eager 
to establish a rapport, the first 
subject of conversation was 
rheumatism, an ailment common 
to both old men. So taken was 


W hy waste a life reading all 
about the great figures of 
history when you have a 
machine like the TARDIS — a 
machine that can travel back 
through the great moments of 
Earth's past? 

The Doctor has met many 
great historical figures - from 
Nelson to Napoleon and it has 
made him one of the universe's 
most incorrigible name-droppers. 
"I always remember saying to 
old Napoleon, 'Boney,' I said, 
'always remember that an army 


marches on its stomach!' " 

All the four Doctors have, in 
their time, made great boasts of 
the people they have known. 
Troughton's Doctor justifies his 
medical qualifications by 
referring to the degree he took in 
Glasgow under Joseph Lister in 
the Nineteenth Century. Baker's 
Doctor apparently sparked off 
Isaac Newton's theories about 
gravity by dropping an apple on 
his head while Pertwee's incar¬ 
nation casually informs any naval 
Captains he meets that Admiral 







the Khan with the Doctor's 
warm friendly nature that, 
before long, both men were 
sitting down to a friendly game 
of backgammon. 

The Doctor's dealings with the 
past have often resulted in 
serious misunderstandings. 
During a visit to the ancient 
civilization of the Aztecs, the 
Doctor was sent to the Garden of 
the Aged where he met an Aztec 
widow woman named Cameca. 
Seeing that Cameca was holding 
a bag of cocoa beans, the Doctor 


offered to make bowls of hot 
cocoa for the two to drink. 
When later, over the steaming 
bowls of cocoa, he was informed 
that, by adopting the custom, he 
had effectively proposed 
marriage and was now engaged to 
Cameca, the Doctor's choked 
splutterings could be heard as far 
as the sacred temples! 

On a more serious note, the Dr 
Who adventure in Mexico saw a 
heated discussion between the 
Doctor and his companion 
Barbara over the subject of 


changing history. Barbara had 
been mistakenly identified by 
the Aztecs as a re-incarnation of 
their god Yetaxa and she 
intended to use her new position 
to end the Aztec practice of 
human sacrifice. When her 
efforts failed, the Doctor 
explained the futility of trying to 
change that which is already 
established history. As a Time 
Lord, the Doctor knew only too 
well the wisdoms and philoso¬ 
phies of journeying within the 
fourth dimension! 









Devious cunning was needed 
in the Doctor's encounter with 
the mad Emperor of Rome, 
Nero. Mistaken for the famous 
lyre player, Maximus Pettulian, 
the Doctor was commanded to 
play at Nero's court — to refuse 
meant certain death. The Doctor, 
although a dab hand with any 
woodwind instrument, could not 
play a lyre to save his thirteen 
lives! However, borrowing an 
idea from Hans Christian 
Anderson, he convinced the 
court that his music

was so fine that only those with 
sensitive ears could appreciate it. 
There then followed a five 
minute mime by the Doctor. 
Now naturally the Emperor and 
all his gathered senators did not 
want to look like ignorant fools, 
and so, at the end of the 
"recital", the Doctor was greeted 
by thunderous applause! 

A less appreciative audience 
greeted the Doctor during "The 
Myth Makers" when the 
TARDIS deposited him outside 
Troy shortly before the end of 


the historic seige. Captured by 
the blustering Odysseus, the 
Doctor's only hope of release lay 
in designing a secret weapon for 
the Greeks to use in breaohing 
the solid walls of Troy.

The Trojans, as 
horse worshippers, would be sure 
to take the horse as a gift into 
their city, and, when that hap¬ 
pened, the invasion would be a 
certain success. All went well 
until Odysseus decided the Doc¬ 
tor should go with him inside the 
horse. As the giant wooden 
effigy was slowly dragged along 


timbered rollers by the unsuspec¬ 
ting Trojans the Doctor comp¬ 
lained bitterly to Odysseus — 
given a few more days, he could 
have devised a better wooden 
horse — fitted with shock 
absorbers . . . 

The more mundane problems 
of toothache afflicted the Doctor 
during his visit to the Western 
American town of Tombstone in 
1881, which was how the Doctor 
became Doc Holliday's first 
customer in his newly opened 
dental surgery. White with fear 
for possibly the first time in his 
life, the Doctor asked Holliday if 


he had any kind of anaesthetic. 
"Well," answered the eager 
surgeon, "I can give you a rap on 
the cranium with this here six 
shooter, or you're welcome to a 
slug of rattlesnake oil." Averse to 
both bodily injury and alcohol, 
the Doctor's yells as Holliday's 
rusty pliers pulled the tooth were 
audible over a good portion of 
Tombstone!

My thanks to fan Paul 
Tams for pointing out an 
astonishing piece of predic¬ 
tion from the Dr Who team 
way back in 1976 concer¬ 
ning the identity of the 
present Prime Minster. 

Just over a year ago, Mrs 
Thatcher succeeded in 
winning the door key to 
number 10 Downing Street 
in an election which could 
easily have swung either 
way. Only Dr Who fans, 
with an unshakable faith in 
the forward looking nature 
of the series, had a strong 
reason for knowing the 
identity of the new PM. 

This arose from an inci¬ 
dent in the 1976 Dr Who 
serial, “The Terror of the 
Zygons” by Robert Banks 
Stewart. With UNIT on full 
alert as to the whereabouts 
of the Zygon space ship, the 
Brigadier was handed a tele¬ 
phone by the redoubtable 
RSM Benton. “It’s for you 
sir, the Prime Minster.” 

“Brigadier Lethbridge- 
Stewart speaking. Absolu¬ 
tely understood Madam 
. . .” began the Brigadier 
unwaveringly! 


Programme attacked by anxious parents 


Although not so much in 
evidence these days, Dr Who 
has, in the past, come in for 
a lot of criticism over the 
frightening elements incor¬ 
porated into some of its 
stories. The opening episode 
of “The Dead Planet” 
(which introduced the 
Daleks) began the trend of 
children diving behind the 
sofa for safety as Barbara 
Wright was pursued along 
the sinister metal corridors 
of the Skaro city by some¬ 
thing which was not even 
seen until the final moments 
of the episode. That 
brought Dr Who firmly into 
the bracket of “family 
viewing programmes” with 
anxious parents Wary of 
leaving their children alone 
to watch Dr Who. 

The Cybermen, with 
their hideous skull-like 
masks and electronic voices, 
resulted in a lot of criticism 


around the closing years of 
the Sixties. Indeed most of 
the opening programme in a 
BBC audience discussion 
series Talkback was given 
over to script-editor Gerry 
Davis answering parents’ 
worries over the fear 
elements in Dr Who. 

The ever-popular Autons 
sparked off a storm of 
protest as young children 
suddenly came to fear shop- 
window dummies, waxwork 
exhibits, plastic armchairs 
and even teddy bears — all 
of which were potential 
receptors of the Nestene 
Conciousness. 

Ultimately though it was i 
former Dr Who producer, 
Philip Hinchcliffe, and | 
writer Robert Holmes, who j 
made the series both famous 
and infamous during the 
opening years of Tom j 
Baker’s portrayal of the j 
Doctor. Nazi-style officers | 


‘Genesis of the Daleks’ . 
Frankenstein style brain 
surgery in “The Brain of 
Morbius”, graphic strangul¬ 
ations in “The Seeds of 
Doom” and sadistic 
drownings in “The Deadly 
Assassin”, all brought howls 
of anguish from “The 
Viewers and Listeners Asso¬ 
ciation” under Mrs Mary 
Whitehouse. But that period 
in Dr Who’s long history 
saw some of the highest 
ratings the show has ever 
received. Perhaps Terrance 
Dicks was right; children do 
like to be frightened 
occasionally. 


A question that is often 
asked is, “how many people 
have professionally played 
the Doctor since the series 
first began?” The usuai 
answer is five: Hartnell, 
Troughton, Pertwee and 
Baker on TV and Peter 
Cushing in the cinema. A 
medium totally ignored is 
the stage which, in 1974, 
played host to a play titled 
Doctor Who and the Seven 
Keys to Doomsday written 
by Target’s prolific writer, 
Terrance Dicks. Based 
around a struggle against the 
Daleks on the planet Karn, 
the Doctor was played by 
actor Trevor Martin who 
portrayed him very much 
like the TV’s first Doctor, 
William Hartnell — complete 
with checked trousers and 
long white hair. 

Trevor Martin had 
appeared in Dr Who way 
back in 1969 when he 
played a Time Lord in the 
final Troughton serial “The 
War Games.” The 1974 
stage show was aided by the 
fact that the public were 
“between Doctors”. Jon 
Pertwee had finished his era 
months earlier in “Planet of 
the Spiders” and Tom Baker 
was still to make his debut. 
On the last occasion that 
the public had seen the 
Doctor, he was regenerating, 
and this was incorporated 
into the opening scene of 
the play to explain the 
Doctor’s change into Trevor 
Martin. 

Seven Keys to Doomsday 
ran in the West End over 
Christmas 1974 and then 
transferred to various 
regional theatres for several 
months afterwards. 

Co-starring in the pro¬ 
duction were Wendy Pad- 
bury, known better to Dr 
Who fans as Zoe Herriet, 
and Simon Jones who now 
plays Arthur Dent in The 
Hitch Hikers' Guide to the 
Galaxy.
